The regrets were expressed to United 
States Ambassador Joseph C. Grew 
by Kensuke Horinouchi, vice minister 
for foreign affairs. 

Afterward, a foreign office spokesman

ish “adequately” those responsible, the 
spokesman said that a formal state- 
ment would be given to Japanese news- 
papers. As to the failure of Japanese 
newspapers tO mention promises of 
punishment in previous incidents of 
the kind, the spokesman said that. the 
newspapers individually had suppres- 
sed this feature. 

It was noted that today, however, the 
newspapers departed from precedent 
and for the first time mentioned the 
foreign office promise that the men who 
attacked consul Allison would be pun- 
ished.

“A proverb is the result of human 
experience,” Dr. Hart said, “it came to 
life by observing the conduct vf hu- 
man beings. It must have three attri- 
butes.”’ 

“Lord Chesterfield who was the 
greatest snob that lived’ Dr 
Hart sontinued, “said that no man of 
fashion ever uses a proverb. But for 
most people today, Lord Chesterfield is 
merely a name for cigarettes while pro-

Here Dr. Hart stopped to tell the 
women in the audience that proverbs 
on the whole, are not kind to women. 
They are a man’s special stamping 
ground. We thought of how women ar. 
trying, at least, to hola their own. Isn't 
it Dorothy Dix who writes the say- 
ings of Mrs. Solomon? Today all of 
those bright up-and-coming gals like 
Dorothy Parker, Anita Loos, and Mar- 
jorie Hillis are trying to put enough 
punch into their observations to make 
them memorable but whether or not 
they will ever get under the skin, 
so to speak, only time will tell.

This one is typical of the respect the 
Chinese have for old age: “If you wish 
to succeed, consult three old people.” 


The Chinese have few illusions: “Great | 


politeness usually means: I want some- 
thing.” Friendship which is held in 
high esteem in China is represented 
by the beautiful proverb: “Yellow gold 
is plentiful but white-haired friends 
are few.” Mr. Elder, a true bookman, 
chose as his favorite: “If your fields 
are not plowed your storehouse will be 
empty. If your books are unread, your 
descendants will be ignorant.” 

If you have read “The Importance of 
Living” by Lin Yutang, you will want 
to follow it up with Dr. Hart’s “Seven 
Hundred Chinese Proverbs,” as the two 
supplement eath other.
